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1 . Applicant's election with traverse of claims 9-12 in Paper No. 9 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that under Rule 475 (b) (2), the Applicants are entitled 
to have all of the claims 9-16 examined by the Patent Office in this application. This is 
found persuasive and the examiner withdraw the restriction requirement in paper no. 8. 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In page 2 of the written description, there is no brief description of figure 6. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1 ) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The specification never discloses a drain terminal of each of 
the two symmetrical MOS transistor structures being connected to one another as 
claimed in claims 9 and 13. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the drain terminal of 
each of the two symmetrical MOS transistor structures being connected to one another 
in claims 9 and 13 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 
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5. Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 9, lines 7-10, claim 13, lines 11-14, the phrase "a zone situated upstream 

from a pn junction of one of the two symmetrical MOS transistor structures in a junction 
area with the drain region" is unclear as to what is "upstream" meant. Fig. 1 discloses 
the charge canrier zone is formed between the p-type region [14] and the n-type drain 
region [12] in one of the two symmetrical MOS transistor structures. 

Claim 12, line 2, the phrase "stepped doping" is unclear whether it is being refen-ed 
to a doping profile having two different doping levels. 

Claim 14, line 6, the phrase "a higher voltage" is unclear as to v»^at higher voltage 
is it being referred to. Is it being referred to the voltage of the bipolar transistor or the 
voltage from the power supply in the ignition power module of an ignition system?
